6.—State’s Attorney 
Crowe, at the hearing of Nathan Leo­ 
pold and Richard Loeb for Hie mur- 
•der of Robert Franks, demanded that 
Justice Caverly impanel a Jury to 
pass on the sanity of the hoys. 
C row es demand followed the ad­ 
mission of Dr. William Healy, Boston 
psychiatrist, that a person with 
a 
‘‘tremendously abnormal inner mental 
* 
life" was insane. 
Crowe contended 
that the alienist's testimony showed 
that both boys came under that char­ 
acterization. 
Justice 
Caverly, 
how- 
* ever, overruled the demand, stating 
that 
he 
would 
consider 
only 
the 
definition of legal 
insanity as laid 
down by the supreme court of illinois. 
‘These boys are presumed to be 
sane,” said the Judge 
‘‘They have 
accepted rosponsibdity and the only 
thing 
to 
be 
determined 
is 
their 
grounds for mitigation. 
These boys 
are sane so tar as this court is con­ 
cerned now. 
Tho supreme court has 
said it is mandatory for me to hear 
any evidence in mitigation. 
I have 
ruled three or four times and I will 
not bo continually called upon 
tor 
rulings Upon this matter now that I 
have decided it.” 
Dr. 
Healy testified 
that 
Richard 
Loeb had a thoroughly diseased mind. 
“ That is the conclusion I have reach­ 
ed after an examination of Loeb,” the 
psychiatrist 
said 
This 
conclusion, 
Healy stated, was based on the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
His abnormal Inner 
mental life, 
Iris twisted 
emotions: 
bis lack of sympathy for others; his 
lack of feeling for his own miscon 
duct; 
his vivid phantasies, aud his 
pathological split personality. 
The crime is a direct result of dls- 
i 
eased motivation of 
Loeb's 
mental 
life. Dr. Healy said 
Loeb s twisted 
emotional life and Loeb 'a coming to­ 
gether with “another abnormal per­ 
sonality" in the person of Leopold 
caused the 
consummation 
of 
the 
crime, the ditness said 
“This most 
remarkable affair was caused by the 
•coming together of these two boys, 
each with abnormal characters/ 
the 
•doctor said. 
On 
crossexamination. 
Dr. 
Healy 
■aid/he had not asked either of the 
boys which one originated the idea 
for the clime. 
Dr. Healy also said 
Le did not ask Which of the boys 
struck the fatal blows. 
Crowe asked 
the 
witness whether he had 
been 
warned 
to 
stay 
away from 
these 
questions. 
The witness answered no 
Crowe then asked whether the doc 
tor would not think it an indication 
of insanity if a young man of good 
habits, aud 
well to d o 
committed 
a 
crime of the nature of the Franks

murder. 
The 
witness 
replied 
he 
would not think anything 
until 
he 
made inquiries. 
Crowe brought out in a series of 
questions 
that 
tho 
murder 
was 
prompted by the intellect, that all 
the details were conceived by the in 
ta ile d and not prompted by emotion 
‘‘In other words, doctor, a super­ 
normal Intellect and a normal Intel- 
l a d were responsible for all the ds 
tails of this crime? 
Is that right?” 
Crowe asked. 
“Yes.” the doctor rs 
plied. 
‘‘Then you believe, don’t you. that 
all these teddy bear stories and child­ 
hood fantasy is only au alibi for the 
defense?” 
“Of course, I don t believe

Crowe tried to bring out that the 
emotion of fear opera!cd with the in­ 
tellect of the slayers 
Crowe pointed 
out that Leopold cried out. 
My God. 
It can’t be true,” when be was told 
hi* *pectacles were found near Rob 
•r f* body 
Crowe said Leopold be 
came faint 
Dr. Healy replied that 
if the case was as Crowe stated It, 
Leopold did experience the emotion 
of fear.

WILL AIR VIEWS THIS WEEK 


Chancellor Marx, 
Head 
of 
German 
Delegation, Declares That Fate of 
Germany and Europe Depends Up­ 
on the Success of the London Con­ 
ference— Early 
Agreement Antici­ 
pated by Delegates. 


London, Aug, 6.— Premier MacDon­ 
ald, in an address to the Lei man del­ 
egates, outlined - the 
a g r e m e n t s al­ 
ready reached by the allied repara­ 
tions toiilereuce. 
The premier then tormally handed 
the Hermans the protocol, which cm 
bodies the program tor putting the 
Dawes plaii into effect. 
Chancellor Marx, head ot the Ger­ 
man delegation, replying to Premier 
MacDonald, said. ' Upon the success 
of this conference depend* the tate 
of 
Germany 
the

Europe. 
Good will and thorough sincerity are 
necessary to success and in that spirit 
the German delegates purpose to ne­ 
gotiate.'* 
The. conference then adjourned to 
give the Germans an opportunity to

of the Germans

be for 
evacuation of the Ruhr by the Frauco- 
Belgian armies.

They proceeded at once to the Hotel 
Ritz, where a whole 
floor was re­

into action without alteration,** said 
Herr ^pecker, acting as spokesman 
for the delegation. 
We wish to see

as possible. 
We intend to contribute 
our part to the loyal fulfillment of

which were consecrated to Pele, an act 
of insult to the goddess. She stood on 
the brink of the crater, with its over­ 
active lava lake below, and cried to 
Pele: “Jehovah i3 most powerful, Je­ 
hovah la my Cod. I defy thee. Pele.” 
Hawaiians stood in awe while she 
spoke. 
Pele, they said, would surely 
ris»* in her wrath, make the earth 
tremble and cast forth the seething 
lava of her lake, as she did in 1790 
when the army of the high chief Keoua 
was annihilated. 
But nothing hap­ 
pened. 
Kapiolani had won a great moral 
victory, but today the Hawaiians shake 
their heads, some of them saying that 
Pole merely waited IOO yours to open 
her campaign of vengeance.
